A gentleman down in Tennessee, 
who writes over the word "Tiberias," propoaee 
to (MMiAsoate two-thirda of that property, and 
I have M doahtthe woeda are full of hnaiBow 
and patriotic political economi.sts, who would 
see "Tiberiiu's" cat and go bim another cat 
deeper, or the whole thing. Why take two or 
three bites at a cherr;? Why conHseate one- 
third or two-thirds. wh"p it i," jii.Jt as eafy and 
just as boneHt to contiscate the whole thing? 

It is a mistakeB idea that the raOroada he- 
long to a few men, and if they did it would be 
juataa wicked t" contiscate them as it would 
be if they belonged to 40,000,000 mea. In 
nMirala, the OovanmeBt has m more right to 
confiscate a railroad than I have to steal a 
horse, and should have no more inclinatien. 

Does anybody suppose that it would be pos- 
sible to annihilate four billions of secaritiea 
that are now earning $200,000,000 without a 
fiaancial, pditleal and soeial coBvalsionT Ao- 
cording to Mr. Chandler the twelve billions 
now earn $600,000,000, and be woaid reduce 
that income to $240,000,000. Then does any- 
body suppose the Government- coold operste 
tbe railroads at anything like the same expenae 
the companies operate them? Tbia Government 
never yet boilt a home that an individnal conM 
not have bnilt for half the money, and yon 
take tbe Pennaylvania Railroad and turn it over 
\fl tbe Government to mn and it will coat the 
GovemMBt twice as mveh to mn it ss it eosts 
tbe present conpe^y. 

And then tbe politics of it Here is a row 
like a dozen wildcats over rural delivery car- 
riers in politics, and there ia going to he • big 
scaadal abovt it How will it be when the 
fanndred.s of thousands now working for the 
railroads come to work for the (Government? 
What sort of a row and what sort of a scandal 
will yon have then? WhatwOI a common man s 
vote avail against tbe innumerable political 
■clubs that will be formed of railroad employee? 

Mr. Tiberiaa does not prupu.se to operate the 
railroads. He woold have the Government 
seize them, annihilaf!" nine hilHons of their 
value, pay four billions for tbem, and declare 
them pnhlic highways. Then he complacently 
remarks that private transportation competition 
woald place rates e.xactly where they belong. 
Who wonid compete with the Pullman Palace 
Car Company? Yon woold have to raise at 
lea.'t $50,000,000' to start it, and I woald 
rather undertake to win monqr at Sharkey's 
saloon playing oardS than to try to compete 
with the Pllbeai Company in tranaporting 
PfS|Mvera from place to place. 

(>f course, tbe Government, un.ler Mr. Tibe- 
rius's plan, will have to keep the ruads in re- 
pair. That will take an army. There might 
be great confusiao, great inooovenienoe and 
greal danger in the schadules. There would be 
a thousand difficnlties nut now considered. If 
the Govemmaet is going Mo the besieees, let 
it go the Khol(j bog. and pay tbe market vatae 
for the roads and own anci oper'ite ihem I 
am ready to agree that that \* wbat will Im 
when men and woam hooooM rivfllssd. hot 
that's aOOyeara ahead ef as. Meanwhile, let 
t he Government mind ita owa bnsiaess.
